His amended autopsy states that the fatal 
bullet struck Yip in the lowerright-hand side 
of the back and traveled upward at a sharp 
angle,passing through the kidney, liver dia- 
phragm and lung. 

Stephensnew autopsyputs into dispute the 
police version of the Shooting which stated 
that Yip was_facing Gaynor，hben turning 
away as the officer began firing. 


The amended autopsy raises the possibility 
that Yip might have been bent at the waist OF 


even lying on the foor when he was shot.

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So-called “Oriental "Superiority 


Asians as a Superior race. Asians as Social 
trendsetters. 

Those two notions have cropped up lately， 
and while some of us may want to feel nur- 
tured and vajlidated by them, I have some 
different thoughts. Both ideas are absurd,for 
different reasons. 

A Canadian . psychologist，J_，Philippe 
Rushton, presented a paper about so-called 
“Oriental ”superiority atthe American Asso- 
ciation forthe Advancement of Science con- 
ventionlastmonthin San Francisco. Ineffect, 
Rushton said that“Orientals”are Smarter 
than white or black folks, partially because 
“Orientals” have bigger and heavier brains. 

He also cited studies that，in his view， 
showed that “Orientals”had more inhibited 
temperaments，cOmpared with white- and 
black people. Rushton quoted one Study that 
concluded that “teachers consistently re- 
ported better social adjustment and less hos- 

tility-aggression from Mongoloid than from 
Caucasoid and than from Negroid children.” 

He said that black people were the most 
aggressive, followed by white people，with 
“Orientals”the least aggresSsive. 

“Orientals,”according to Rushton，have 
the most Stable social organization. They are 
“very Tarely perceived as a Social problem， 
for they have significantly fewer divorces， 
Out-of-wedlock births or incidences of child 
abuse than whites.” 

“Orientals”are also the least criminally 
disposed, while black people in the Us ad 
London，England, “currently account for 
OVer 30 percent of the crime in both pljaces.… 

When it comes to matters Sexual，Well， 
“Orientals” rate relatively poorly in several 
categories, Such as production of eggs and 

Sperms, the age of first Sexual intercourse， 
frequency of premarital intercourse，fre- 
quency of marital intercourse，number of 
extramarital partners, and Sexually transmit- 
ted diseases. In other words，“Orientals”have 
how sex drives and they just don't do it very 
often, according to Rushton. 

Now, before you take too much of Rush- 
ton s wacky thesis to heart and feel all warm 
and cozy that because you're an ”Oriental 
yoUTre genetically“Superior ”to _ white and 
black folks,it should be noted thatnumerous 
Teputable scientists hooted down Rushton S 
theories at the San Francisco convention. 
They pointed out that he ignores SoOcial fac- 
tors that greatiy influence So-calljed behav- 
ioral differences between Iaces. 

Rushton also admitted that Some of his 
Tesearch has been financed by a foundation 
that subsidizes racist academicians whose 
goalitisto “prove”theintellectualinferority 
of black people. 

Lm no scientist, butIfind Rushton s COn- 


clusions to be bizarre, Silly, inflammatory， 
WwWIOngheaded and racist Nonetheless, they 
intriguemebecause,afterall,Iam an“Orien- 
tal.” IE Rushton doesn't provide me serious 
answers to my essence, then at least he gives 
me Some Unorthodox clues. 

The fact that we “Orientals”have big and 
heavy brains must be the reason why Ican't 
lose any weight. Tve tried for years, exercis- 
ing, altering my dieb but nothing seems to 
work.NowIknow why,thankstoJ.Philippe 
Rushton. My head is too heavy. 

My wife's long known this. She always 
complains about the heaviness of my head 
whenever Irest it on her shoulders. 

“B 鹿 ”she'd say，with a_ slight Sigh_of 
weariness and impatience,“do you realize 
how heavy your head is2” 

Having abigger, heavier brain may not be 
the good thing that Rushton indicates, how- 
ever.One ofhis many critics has asserted that 
the contemporary human brain (of whatever 
Iacial persuasion) is smaller than the Nean- 
derthalbrain.Ifthat'sthecase,doesthis mean 
than the“Oriental”with a heavier brain is 
closerto the “missing lnk” between modermn 
humans and the Neanderthals than are white 
orblack people'” 

Rushton?ssexualpronotincements confuse 
me too. He said that“Orientals”produce the 
fewestspermsandeggsofthethreeracesand 
he painted a picture of a bunch of cejlibate， 
disinterested yellow folK. 

Then,how isit Iask, thatthere happens to 
be so many ofus“Orientals”" running around 
the world, scaringpeople2 (The yellow peril， 
TIemember2) China's one billlion plus people 
alone account for almost one fourth of the 
world's population. 

The answer must rest with the Superior 
“intelligence”of “Orientals” We “Orien- 
tals”are SO Smart that we know precisely 
When these scarce eggs and sperms are Ieady 
to _ mate, and we just go0 madly about:our 
business with precise timing. 

China should also abandon its one-baby 
policy because, 让 Rushton is to be believed， 
“Orientals”don't do it very frequentiy any- 
way and when they do, it probably wont 
Tesult ip a baby Since“Orientals”Pproduce 
Telatively feweggs and sperms. 

As to the relative lack of aggression of 
“Orientals,”IwonderhowRushton factors in 
Pol Pot，the mad Cambodian communist 
leader whosereign of terrorresulted in about 
one million dead Cambodians; Or Mao 
Zedong and Chiang Kai-Sshek who fought 3 
bloody and vicious civil war; or the Japanese 
militarists of World WarJII; or BruceLee and 
allhiskung-fu clones; orold Chinese women 
shopping in Chinatowny 

Besides this dubious “superiority, Asian 


chic is the latest trend in New York, accord- 
ing to Thpe New 7ork Tixey, Which reported 
last month that“Asian chic has arrived in 
Manhattan's most popular and exclusive 
nightclubs and discotheques. There, Asians 
who livein New York,particularly the Japa- 
nese, are preferred customers, bringing cash 
andcachet.Andinatleastoneclub,theyhave 
been hired as hosts, waiters,， waitresses and 
bartenders to project an image of style and 
SOphistication.” 

This newest，hottest trend triggered an 
imaginary - butnot totally implausible - dia- 
logue between a patrician-looking woman 
andherequallypatrician husband overbreak- 
fast in their fancy mansion that could be

T first became aware of Qigong (pro- 
nounced chee-gungin Mandarin orhay-gung 
in Cantonese) in 1985 when Iread Encoun- 
ters With Qi 一 Exploring Chinese Medicine 
by David Eisenberg, M.D. As a freshman at 
Harvard University，Dr，Eisenberg began 
studying Chinese。 By the time he entered 
Harvard Medical School, the US and the 
People's Republic of China had established 
.diplomatic relations relations. He immedi- 
ately applied for and was selected to be the 
first American medical student to study in 
China since 1949. During a one year's leave 
of absence from Harvard Medial School 
(1979-1980), he was enrolled in the Beijing 
Institute of Traditional Chinese Medicine 
Where he was taught traditional Chinese 
Imedicine, in the Chinese language, by the 
finestteachers there. It was during this time 
that he learned about Qigong. 

Whatis Qigong? Dr. Eisenberg translates 
the term as“ manipulation of vital energy.… 巧 
is an ancient practice, developed by Taoist 
and Buddhist monks, of intense mental con- 
centration，Special breathing exercises and 
physicaltraining. When Dr.Eisenberg asked 
his teacher“whatisQi2,”theanswerwas “Qi 
means that which differentiates life from 
death, animate from inanimate. To live is to 
have Qi in every part of yourbody. To die is 
to be a body without Qi，For health to be 
maintained, there must be 3a balance of Qi 


neither too much nor too little.… 

While in Beijing，Dr，Eisenberg Saw 
Qigong masters perform amazing featsin the 
park behind the Temple of Heaven. As he 
described: a bald-headed masterin his fifties 
kneltonhishands andkneesin frontofathick 
marble block.， after staring at it for several 
minutes, he began Iocking back and forth， 
took three deep breaths,tensedevery muscle， 
and then let out a Scream and，using his 
forehead like a sledge-hammer，sSplit the 
marbleblock, Anothermasterdirectedhis Qi 
into his hands and used them to bend thick 
iron bars or to smash boulders into bits. 
Another one allowed a jeep to run over him. 

Asastonishing as these and other demon- 
Strations were, Dr. Elisenberg did not regard 
them seriouslyuntilaChinese scientistfriend 
referred him to aTV documentary on Scien- 
tific investigations of Qigong done by the 
Shanghai Institute of Traditional Medicine. 
These studies suggested that Qigong masters 
had the ability to manipulate the Qi not only 
Witpina theirbodiesbutalsoto drectthe Qi in 
the form of energy，OVISide their bodies. It 
Was found that the external Qiemitted by the 
masters was measurable by oscilloscope in 
the research laboratory. 

My nextencounter with Qigong occurred 
in December 1987 at the Chinese Culture 
Center in San Francisco when my wife, her 
brother, John Chan, and Ienrolled in abasic 
Six-Wweek Qigongcourse of :Energy Cultiva- 
tion” taught by Madame Gao Yun, a Qigong 
master from Beijing. Instruction was based 
on the theory that all vital energy (Qi flows 
through the meridians of the body and 
thbrough the acupuncture points along these 
channels. We were then taught certain basic 
body movements and the accompanying

I 
personally noted a feeling of warmth and 
peculiar paresthesias in certain areas, i.e., 3 
Sensation of numbness and tingling (pins 
andneedles ) orelectricityrunning down my 
armgs and into my fingers，Another common 
experience Shared by the Students doing 
Qigong wasinvoluntary farting.Wehadbeen 
forewarned about this by Madame Gao so as 
to avolid embarrassment!

Sons, during the past year that I have been 
doing Qigongexercises daily,Ihavefeltwell 
in general but, alas, do not look any younger 
than my 74 years，However, the two most 
importantfeaturesrelatedtomycardiovascu- 
lar problem are unchanged, viz, my blood 
cholesterol level and episodes of angina 
pectoris. At that point my Western medical 
training conflicted with my Chinese cultural 
heritage and I faced unresolved dilemmas 
Iegarding Qigong.

SAN FRANCISCO - When Anton Qiu 
cametothe United States from his home city 
of Shanghaieight years ago, he spoke hardly 
any English, had very little money and suf- 
fered a terible case of culture shock. 

Qiu, now 29, eventually made it past the 
imanybarriers which faceanewimmigrantin 
this country. He graduated in 1986 with a 
finance and international business degree 
from San Francisco State University. While
